artery. On the same night, in her own 
bonse in Sixteenth street, Mrs. Farish, 
•lias Madame Delamonr, is found dead, 
under similar circumstances—stabbed in 
such a manner as to sever the carotid 
artery. 


"Inference: The two murders were 


committed by the same hand; the meth- 
ods of taking life are the same; the mur- 
dered women bore the relation of mother 
and daughter. To suppose that these 
two, bearing to each other the relation 
tt«-y did, were killed by different per- 


^aons for different reasons, is to admit 


existence of a coincidence without 


parallel in the history of crime. 


"Inference second: The murder was 


Committed by a man who has SOUK 
knowledge of anatomy and some surgt 
cal skill, em ta argued by the precision 
with wbica these arteries were found 
•ndcnt. 


"A young man, whose attention ia at- 


tracted to the possibility of wrongdoing 


same hand, tlie scraps suggesting that 
they were torn from letters wrested 
from the hands of tho- girl. The police 
discovered that the dress of Mrs. Farish 
is violently torn in the breast, with all 
the appearance of something having 
been dragged from it. Valuables and 
money on the person are not taken. 


"Inference: The murderer desired to 


possess himself of certain documents or 
papers held by the murdered woman; 
hence the motive of the crime. 


"This young man also discovers the 


portrait and ring of Reuben Dorison in 
the room, and determines the writing on 
the torn scraps of paper to be in the 
hand of lt"uben Dorisou. 


"Inference: 
In some way Keuben 


Dorison, dead eight years, was connect- 
ed with the woman Parish and her 
daughter. Query, how? Not at present 
clear .;r ascertainable. 


"Inquiry elicits these facts: 
The two 


women live quiet, regular and proper 
lives; are constant iu attendance upon 
church and their duties; they have no 
intimate friends, few callers and no so- 
cial relations; at stated intervals a 
young man, tall, slim, with brown hair, 
who.-e visits leave the mother sad and 
the daughter in tears, calls upon them; 
by her own admission the mother in her 
younger days had passed through a pe- 
riod of great sorrow, sorrow so great as 
to influence her after life; on two occa- 
sions she is known to be in great distress 
—once eight years ago, when she refused 
to explain the cause, but immediately 
drosses in mourning, and the daughter 
withdraws from all association with 
young people; the other three years ago. 
when, seeking her minister for advice, 
tho mother thinks better of it and says 
she will meet this trouble as she has met 
her other troubles, alone. Reuben Dori- 
sou died eight years ago, coincidental 
with the appearance of Mrs. Farish in 
mourning. 
Inquiry also elicits that 


when the minister's wife is. in the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Farish, condemning a wom- 
an for irregularity of life, Mrs. Farish 
cries out in protest, saying that the con- 
demnation of the %voman rings in her 
ears as a condemnation of herself.

daughter, who has no association with 
young people, is seen on three different 
occasion walking in Union square, evi- 
dently greatly troubled, with a young 
man, tall and slim, of fast appearance, 
dressed in extreme fashion. 


Inference: The caller at stated inter- 


vals and the walker in Union square are 
one and the same. 


Near the body of the mother was 


found a man's glove, the form of which 


finding no otter way to obtain them, 
murders her and seizes them. He finds, 
however, that be has not all, and he 
goes to the Sixteenth street house to see 
the mother. He demands and is refused 
them. He takes them by force, and he 
now knows that Mrs. Farish will uner- 
ringly attribute the murderof the daugh- 
ter to him, and as a matter of self pres- 
ervation he kills the mother. 


"We have the motive for the deed. 


The criminal is a tall, slim man, with 
brown hair, who dresses in extreme fash- 
ion, who is dissipated, and who can be 
tecognized by a large hand, with promi- 
nent joioti and knuckles, and whoct. 
thumb is so disproportionately large and 
long as to be almost a deformity. He is a 
surgeon or has studied surgory. To find 
that man ig to find the murderer, and, in 
my judgment, is to find the secret of that 
unfinished letter of your fathers." 


The old detective looked into the face 


of Durison for the first time since he had 
begun to reason. Upon it n as expressed

he same. 
Second, as the glove was 


'ound close to the body of the mother 
ifter her death, and as one caller on the 
amily was the incident of a month, thia 
vearer of the glove was the murderer of 
the mother. Third, if of the mother, 
tnen of the daughter. 


"One more point: Inasmuch as after 


the two women engaged in the costum- 
ing business it was the habit of the 
mother to return home before the 
daughter, and the daughter to return at 
HX, and us the servant left Mrs. Farish 
aljnt; at eight, there is reason to believe 
that the daughter was murdered first 
and tile mother after. 


"Xo«-, as to a theory. Mrs. 'Parish 


had been cum:i.-cted with'some event, the 
secret of which she jealously guarded, 
in her early life, which was criminal.

What is the charm that hangs arotmd 


the pioneer in erery field of human en- 
deavor? What ia the underlying feeling 
in our hearts that dignifies the curiosity 
wa all feel about the women or men who 
were, or are. the leaders in the work of 
civilization and progress? Is it not a 
deeper instinct even than the desire to

give honor to whom honor is due? Is it 
cot because bravery of the highest order 
is the distinguishing mark of the pio- 
neer? And is not true courage, modest 
bravery, really as admirable and as 
much admired in a woman as in a man? 


Bat the pioneer has other qualities 


which command the admiration of the 
many as well as of the few. The pioneer 
is ever a genius, and. though all uncon- 
scious of the gift, must also possess that 
intuitive sense which guides earth's 
chosen heroes—those who stand alone 
while the mob for which they agonize 
casts the contumelies. 


Now that Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell has 


reached the pinnacle of medical fame, 
having fairly accomplished the worl: 
which she. as a woman pioneer, began 
forty-as years apo; now that she is hon- 
ored as she should be in every land 
where the lisht of human knowledge can 
pierce the shades of ignorance, we can 
scarcely estimate the calm bravery of 
the young woman who, in 1844, after 
vainly trying to enter as a student of 
medicine in two other medical colleges— 
. one in New York, the other in Phila- 
delphia—was received at the Geneva, 
(N. Y.) College of Medicine, froia which 


- she was graduated in 1848. 


After this Miss Blactwell went to 


France to complete her medical educa- 
tion. The state of public opinion whicl. 
she had to brave may be gathered from 
the letter of a Paris 
correspondent 


printed in the Journal of Commerce, in 
New York, about that time. The cor- 
respondent says: 


"The medical community of Paris is 


all agog over the arrival of the Ameri- 
can lady doctor. Miss BlackwelL blie 
has bewildered the learned faculty by 
her diploma authorizins her to dose. 
bleed and amputate with the best of 
them. Some of them think Miss Black- 
well must - be a socialist. Others who 
have seen her say there is nothing alarm- 
ing in her manners; that she is modest, 
unassuming and talks reasonably. The 
ladies att;ick her. One said to me: 'Oil! 
it is horrible! I am sure I could nevi-r 
touch her hand!' 
Her appearance is 


prepossessing. She is young and good 
looking. 
She seems to have entered 


her singular career from motives of 
duty and was encouraged by respectable 
ladies of Cincinnati." 


What the pioneer had to endure may 


be gathered from this extract. Her 
niece. Dr. Edith Blackwell, who I found 
in ths Institution founded by her illustri- 
ous aunt, Elizabeth, gave me some of the 
items contained In this paper. 
Dr. 


Edith Blackwell is a graduate of 1890-1 
of the Woman's Medical college of the 
New York 
Infirmary, in Livingston 


place. New York. She is very youthful 
in appearance, but sweetly grave and 
serious in her deportment. She told me 
that her aunt Elizabeth, who is the 
emeritus professor of hygiene in the col- 
lege, wasmLondon, and iier aunt, Emily 
Blackwell, the dean of the faculty, was 
in Maine for the summer. 


Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell recognized 


from the first the now accepted dogma 
that outside of domestic life there is no 
practical work so eminently meeting the 
nobler aspirations of women in this 
period of the world's history as the 
study and practice of medicine. She 
has with unwavering fidelity made the 


- education of women as physicians the 
work of her life She has lived to see 
that education extended to women all 
over the civilized world, to see her first 
infirmary blossom into a noble medical 
school for her sex, with a faculty and 
curriculum of study equal now, after 
» quarter of a century's struggle, to 
those of the best men's colleges of medi- 
cine. Her 
own sister, Dr. 
Emily 


Blackwell. is the dean of that college, 
and their niece. Dr. Edith Blackwell, 
one of the assistant physicians; mean- 
while the institution draws students 
from all parts of the world, including 
Russia, Germany, Sweden and Persia. 


Let ns tnrn to other fields once deemed 


unfit for women to enter. Let every 
man and woman bear in mind when- 
ever the daily newspapers are found on 
the breakfast table or the office desk 
that the first daily newspaper printed in 
the English language was published by 
Elizabeth Mallett in London in 1702. 
Her paper. Tiie Daily Courant. made its 
appearance in March of that year, and 
thi« first daily newspaper of the pioneer 
iaily newspaper woman of the world 
tontained an address to the public ex- 
cusing its Mnttll size (it was only one 
page at first) and explaining that it 
would be published daily, and would 
give all the material newi as soon a* 
every port arrived, and further stating 
bat it wa» "confined to half compatf to 


•we the public at least half the Imperti- 
nence of ordinary newspapers." 


Was not Elizabeth Mallett a genius of 


:he first water—a rare discriminator, a 
great condenser, a first clr.ss newspaper 
woman? Her paper was of necessity 
soon swelled.to two pages, ta give tha 
English as well as the foreign news and 
also to display advertisements. 
Then 


;he newspaper men "caught on" to the 
woman's idea, and soon there followed a 
lost of "Daily Post*," "Post Boys" and 
'Advertisers." 
No doubt Elizabeth Mallett was one of 


;hose women news venders of London 
introduced by Nathaniel Butter, the man 
who, as early as IGlland until 1621, sold 
lis Courant and Weekly News from 
Forain Parts through the medium of the 
"Mercury women," or newspaper "hawk- 
ers" of London. 
That Courant and 


Weekly News of Nathaniel Butter's cre- 
ation was the first English weekly news- 
paper. 


Thus, while all honor should be given 


to such pioneer women as Sarah Josepha 
Hale, Grace Greenwood (Mrs. Lippin- 
;ott), Jenny June (Mrs. D. G. - Croly); 
to Mrs. Sarah Franklin who, in the mid- 
dle of the last century, managed the 
Newport Mercury; to Mrs. Holt who, 
about the same time, took up the man- 
agement of the New York Gazette after 
the death of her husband; to Fanny 
Wright, known as a lecturer as well as a 
pioneer 
political 
newspaper woman 


writer with the Tammany leaders ia 
1S2»-31, it must never be forgotten thst 
the champion daily newspaper woman of 
the world was Elizabeth Mallett. 


It is difficult to decide who is the 


champion pioneer among the daily news- 
paper women of the passing period.

Comfortable Japam-oe spltles are made

Painted with enam- 
eled paint in yellow and black or red 
and black, the seat of one shade and the 
legs and rungs attractively cut up in
